LARGER RELIEF SHARE 


Edmonton July 8. — Any 
share of relief costs than is now be- 
ing borne by the province will be 
impossible with the provincial reven- 
tues and obligations as they are, said 
Premier Brownlee in comment on the 
discussions of the western mayors in 
their Winnipeg conference, at which 
a resolution was passed urging the 
Dominion and provinces to assume a 
larger share of the burden. 

At the same time, he 
disapproval of making extreme de- 
mands on Ottawa, pointing out 
that he has never favored a_ policy 
of asking for more than can rea- 
sonalbly be expected. 

“J have said in our own house, 
and = still ~=believe,” added Mr. 
Brownlee, “that the. single . man 
Problem. -can: only |be: satisfactorily 
dealt -with- ‘by—-the—Déminion« «taking 
the initiative and having a nation- 
al registration of such men, then 
organizing relief on such a_ basis 
as to stop their movement from 
place to place. 

“If the Dominion government 
would take action in this direc- 
tion,, we would {ble satisfied to have 
assessed back to the provinces a 
fair proportion of the cost.” 

“The most hopeless feature of the 
whole relief problem,” Mr. Brown- 
lee declares “is the constant flow 
and ebb of single men from prov- 
ince to province in the expectation 
of getting better treatment in one 
than in another. If one province 
makes a move to _ increase the 
Standard of relief that province be- 
<omes a mecca for drifters from 
the others. 

“This drifting process will never 
stop so long as the provinces must 
primarily bear the ‘responsibility. 
In this particular case,” suggests 
the Alberta premier, “it is time to 
forget the constitution and look at 
the facts.”

POLITICAL CONVENTIONS 
HERE AND IN THE USS. 


A political ‘convention in Canada 
has only one similarity to a political 
convention in the United States, and 
that is that it drafts a platform that 
is very rarely paid much heed to. 

A U.S. convention is a lot of bally- 
hoo; the delegates: come with bands 
and clowns and vaudeville stunts un- 
til a visitor in a convention city won- 
ders whether there is a circus in town. 
All this as preliminary to sitting down 
to select a candidate qualified to rule 
a nation of over 120,000,000 people and 
to draft a policy promising to build 
up industry and. agriculture and to 
provide a full dinner pail, social happi- 
ness and all the things the people are 
clamoring for. This happens every 
four years in some city of the Union. 
A President is then elected and the 
platform is mostly rejected. 


With us in Canada the circus stuff 
is never tagged on to a political con- 
vention. National party gatherings 
are held very rarely; almost always 
when a new party leader has to be 
chosen. The Liberals have only held 
a national convention twice in forty 
or more years; the Conservatives 
once. 

Comparing the system of govern- 
ments in. the two countries, we think 
We can claim that ours works more 
effectively than that across the bord- 
er. A government here stands or falls 
upon its policies; in the United 
States the President, the head of his 
party, is never sure that, even when 
he has a majority in Congress, his 
policies cam receive endorsation. It 
is different in Canada. Had Mr. Ben- 
nett’s taxation measures fared in Par- 
liament as did Mr. Hoover’s when 
they were presented to Congress there 
would have been a general election. 
Defeat of a government on qa major 
issue in this country~means an appeal 
to the people; in the United States it 
simply results in the President throw- 
ing up his hands in despair.—Leth- 
bridge Herald. 


THAT SALARY CUT 


All over Canada, teachers, like oth- 
ers, are submitting their salaries to 
the axe. In Ontario the Secondary 
School Teachers Federation has sus- 
pended the rule of minimum salaries. 
The old minimum schedule was $2,000 
in city, collegiates..and: high ‘schools; 
$1,700. in. towns and WWilages ; :$1,500 in 
‘continuation schools. «.- Ck : 

The move to suspend minimums 
seem very wise. Any attempt to main- 
tain minimums in these days would 
only lead to subterfuge the evasion. 
Better a salary in line with the salar- 
jes of the greatly reduced incomes of 
taxpayers, than a salary impossible 
to get, or one which would establish 
teachers as a plutocracy. And better 
a small salary than none at all. 

There is much more discussion of 
the cuts in teachers’ salaries, than 
the almost universal salary cuts in 
other lines. This is partly due to the 
fact that teachers’ salaries are more 
a matter for public . discussion, be- 
cause they are linked up with taxes. 


There is a general recognition that. 


teachers rarely share in “good times” 
to the extent of other professions. 
Teachers’ salaries have never sky- 
rocketed in booming times, but they 


;have never failed to drop with every 


depression. And their climb upward 
is always .a slow and painful process, 

Probably no profession or no em- 
ployee is paid with so little regard to 
actual service On the teacher is 
placed a tremendous responsibility, 
Not only has he the duty of impress- 
ing the fine points of reading, writing 
and ’rthmetic, but all his life he must 
keep abreast with new methods, new 
fads and fancies in the system of 
teaching. Most important of all, he 
must supplement home training in 
morals and manners. And altogether 
too often, the entire burden of incul- 
cating manners and morals falls upon 
him. He is obliged to overcome the 
harmful influences of home environ- 
ment, and subsitute others more help- 
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ful. He has in all, the most responsi- 
ble position. possible to hold. And it 
is unnecessary to say that he is not 
paid in proportion to these services. 

To be sure, not all teachers consid- 
er their duties. in this serious light. 
There are teachers who excel in aca- 
demic lines and leave little perman- 
ent imprint on their pupils. And there 
are teachers who are not tremendous- 
ly successful academically, but who 
are most valuable associates and di- 
rectors of youth. 

A good teacher of fine personality 
and influence is beyond price. He be- 
longs to the “God ordained priest- 
hood.” The young apprentices in 
teaching are treated fairly generous- 
ly, but the able and _ experienced 
teacher never realizes on the full val- 
ue of his experience. The {best teach- 
ers rarely command or demand top 
salaries. They seem to carry on with 
the reward of the spirit, the reward of 
achievement: And are very happy 
people.—High River Times. 


NEW WINGED BULLET 
CUTS ARMOR PLATE 


Among the latest death-dealing 
inventions for use in time of war 
is a “winged” bullet that can pierce 
armor plate half an inch thick at 
a 80-yard range. The bullet has 
two circular wings or fins of soft 
metal running around it. These 
fins are compressed as the ‘bullet 
forces its passage down the narrow- 
ing barrel of the rifle. 

The effect is that pressure is 
maintained fat full intensity until 
the bullet reaches the muzzle, pro 


ducing the extraordinary high 
bullet velocity of 5,000 feet per 
second. 


A projectile that can pierce one 
foot-thick armor of any modern 
warship at nine miles’ distance also 
has been produced. Armament ex- 
pets believe that this shell will 
check the modern tendency to sac- 
rifice protection for high speed, re- 
sulting in a change to thicker armor 
plate and slower speed for battleships. 
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WHAT PEOPLE: TALK ABOUT 


Investigators classified 500 conver- 
sations overheard in public places to 
find out just what men and women 
talk about, in Cleveland and New 
York. They found that the subjects 
varied little in the two cities. ° 

Men’s conversations were 48 per 
cent about business, 15 per cent about 
sports and amusements, 12 per cent 
about other men, these being the 
most frequent topics. 

‘Conversations of women were most 
frequently about men, this topic show- 
ing great variation in the two cities, 
22 per cent in Cleveland and 44 per 
cont in New York. Clothes were the 
subject of 20 per cent, and other wo- 
en 15 per cent. 

In mixed company, men talked most 
to women about amusements, next of 
business and money. Women con- 
versed with men about themselves 
and other women.

NATURE'S USE OF WATER 


Probably the most important single 
factor in plant life is water. One of 
the marvels of the universe is na- 
ture’s use of this element as the 
;principal medium in the growth de- 
velopment and transportation of con- 
sistent chemical elements from the 
soil and from the air for transforma- 
tion into plant structure, and in this 
work a lot of water is used. Seven 
| Years’ study carried out by’ experts of 
‘the Dominion Experimental Farms at 
| Swift Current Station show for in- 
;Stance that in the production of 
wheat from 1,000 to 1,974 pounds of 
water have actually been used in the 
. production of onoe pound of grain. To 
put it another way, for each bushel 
of grain produced 40 to 59.4 tons or 
150 to 297 barrels of water were 
fused. There was also found that one

COUNTIES PREFERRED 


Should Premier Brownlee’s plan 
to create enlarged municipal areas 
reach adoption, the Edmonton Jour- 
nal thinks there is no reason why 
they should not be called counties. 
We agree. While the area would be 
larger than the small county’ of 
eastern Canada, the name is fam- 
iliar and would fit the plan. The 
organization would no. necessarily 
be the same as an eastern county 
where sheriffs, registrars, clerks of 
the court and such like offices 
form part of the county system, 
though in most instances the ap- 
pointments are made by the pro- 
vincial government. But because 
the same county is identified with 
certain practices in Ontario, is no 
reason why the name could not be 
applied in Alberta and simply carry 
out the enlarged municipal organi; 
zation that Premier Brownlee has 
in mind. A county council in On- 
tario is made up of the reeves and 
deputy reeves of townships; there 
would be nothing of that system in 
Alberta. 

The name county is well under- 
stood in Great Britain, Canada and 
the United States, and whtie the or- 
ganization in an Albert2 county 
would’ be entirely different to those 
in other countries, it should not be 
an argument against the name _ be- 
ing used in this province. 

We have mentioned that all judi- 
cial officials are part of the county 
system in Ontario, though not paid 
or appointed by the county council. 
Has Mr. Brownlee thought of using 
the areas of the district courts in 
Alberta as a basis form municipal or- 
ganization. In most instances they do 
not seem, to be too large in size, and 
in the older sections of the province, 
have not proved incnvenient. Concen- 
tration of all (business, municipal and 
judicial, at one point, the district 
court or county seat, has something 
to recommend it, and might be worth 
considering by the government.— 
Lethbridge Herald.

CO-OPERATIVE DENMARK 
STRIKING DEVELOPMENT 


A Danish farmer is now connected 
with the outside world through a net- 
work of co-operative agencies. The 
farmer buys his necessities at his 
co-operative store; he borrows money 
and places his savings in a co-oper- 
ative bank; his fertilizer, fodder, 
seeds, etc., he obtains from co-oper- 
ative buying and import associations, 
his cement from his co-operative ce- 
ment factory, his electricity from a 
co-operative power plant. He deliv- 
ers his milk to the co-operative dairy, 
his pigs to the co-operative slaughter- 
house, his eggs to the Danish Co- 
operative Egg Export, his cattle to the 
Danish Cattle Export. From co-oper- 
ative unions and breeding associa- 
tions he obtains the expert services 
he may need. A Danish farmer who 
does ont belong to a co-operative is 
Icoked upon as a crank, and so he is. 
Most Danish farmers belong to half 
a dozen or more co-operatives.—The 
Link.

The Public Debt at 
the end of March, 1932, amounted to 
$135,000,000, in addition to guarantees 
of $11,000,000 and railway liability of 
over $32,000,000, making a total of 
direct and indirect liability of over 
$178,000,000, which represented a 
|debt against each family in the Prov- 
l ince of about $1200. According to the 
Provincial Auditor, it now takes 40 
cents out of every dollar received by 
the Province to pay for interest and 
debt charges. Financial assistance 
previously given to Municipal Dis- 
tricts for road improvement has been 
entirely discontinued, and School Dis- 
.tricts were threatened with a reduc- 
ton in school grants. This meant 
either an increase in local taxation or 
less money to be spent on roads. If 
school grants were reduced teachers’ 
salaries would also come down. unless 
the school district could afford to pay 
higher taxes. 


Emphatiz protest was registered by 
the audience against any change in 
our municipal government. They saw 
higher taxes. in Premier Brownlee’s 
announcement that he proposed to 
create larger Municipaities, and ex- 
pressed the opinion the U.F.A. gov- 
rnment planned to get from under 
some of their obligations and shoulder 
them on the Municipaities. They were 
perfectly satisfied with the present 
system. Opposition was also voiced 
against any attempt to compel farm- 
ers to carry lights on horse-drawn 
vehicles, Something to compel  ve- 
hicles to drive more carefully would 
be more to the point. In answer to 
a queston, Mr. Montgomery informed 
the meeting that according to gov- 
ernments reports, it cost last year 
$1200 per mile to maintain the Cal- 
gary and Edmonton highway. He be- 
lieved the government were responsi- 
ple for a portion of this cost, as they 
permitted trucks with a gross weight 
cf 30,000 Ibs. to travel on the high- 
way, and this would ruin any road 
such as we have in Alberta. The meet- 
ing favored a quarterly reduction in 
automobile licenses, believing that 
the present system was unfair, and 
was the cause of many cars remain- 
ing idle

Strictly dry fed light weight steers 
and heifers are meeting with a brisk 
demand at firm to strong prices, sales 
appearing up to 25¢ higher in spots. 
Butcher cattle showing only slight 
signs of grass are moving freely on a 
firm basis, while plain grassers are 
clearing slowly at fairly steady prices. 
A number of choice dry fed calves of 
baby beef quality sold on the Tuesday 
market from $5.00 to $5.25. with an 
odd sale at $5.50, while choice handy, 
weight dry fed butcher steers and 
heifers made up to $5.00. Good handy 
weight butcher steers and heifers 
showing only slight signs of grass 
made $4.00 to $4.50, but heavy heifers 
and the bulk of grass offerings only 
made from $3.00 to $3.50, with plain 
kinds selling down to $2.00. Only 
choice lightweight dry fed cows are 
eligible to make $2.75 to $3.00, while 
good heavy grain fed and good light 
grass cows are topping at $2.50. The

LAUSANNE CONFERENCE

Lausanne, July 9.—‘‘Burope cannot 
live alone; the agreement signed 
here must have a response else- 
where,’ declared Prime Minister Mac- 
Donald at the plenary session which 
closed the labors of the Lausanne 
conference on reparations and debts 
today with agreement to cancel Ger- 
man reparations annuities.

This aged 
chief, known today as Chief Peter 


Wesley through the re-christening ar- | 


dor of the first missionaries, ig the 
most colorful and picturesque figure 
of his people—the premier remaining 
link bietween redskin barbarism and 
“whiteman” civilization. 

His home is at Nordegg, 100 miles 
north of the Stoney Indian village 
of Morley, which in turn is 40 miles 
east of Banff. Between Nordegg 
and Morley, travel is of the roughest 
kind possible, yet, the aged chief- 
tain refuses to ride. Tribal tradi- 
tion, suppo..ed by his own § state 
ment, aves that he refused to 
mount a horse until he was an octo- 
genarian, and, that when in _ his 
sixties, he could outdistance a horse 
in a day’s travel. Hence his eu- 
phonious tribal name which trans- 
lates into “Man - Who - Walks - 
Against-The-Wind.”

Edmonton, July 9.—Weather condi- 
tions, which, he asserts, since’ the.

In response to-a question as to- 
how long tie public would have to 
put up wit) tie present conditions, 
‘particularly ou the road to Edmon- 
ton-, Mr. McPherson said that it 
was impossible to predict when this. 
work would be completed, but in- 
sisted that it was being pushed along 
with all speed. 


It was pointed out to the minis- 
‘ter that during the few rains ex- 
iperienced the Edmonton highway, 
| particularly in places where the 
new road was being built and dirt 
‘was being packed over the old 


'grade, became a quagmire and that 
motorists became hopelessly bog-

Edmonton, July 9.—Following the 
announcement of the government's ap- 
pointment of a special committee to 
investigate the milk supply question 
in Alberta cities, but quite apart from 
that undertaking, the department of 
agriculture now announces that it is 
about to conduct a survey of the 
costs of production in the dairy indus- 
try. 

Six districts in different parts of 
the province have been selected for 
this purpose, as follows: Leduc-Mil- 
let, Innisfail-Red Deer, Didsbury-Olds, 
Calgary, and Lethbridge. In each of 
these districts ten dairymen are co- 
operating with officials of the de- 
partment, keeping monthly cost ‘re- 
cords in connection with their dairy- 
ing operations. The department is 
supplying forms for such records, thus 
ensuring uniformity. 

It is hoped thatin this way an 
accurate picture of actual condi- 
tions in the industry may be se 
cured and with it definite infor- 
mation as to the various items en- 
tering into dairy production costs in 
Alberta. The survey is expected to 
be of value to producers in pointing 
out possible ways and means of low- 
ering costs and increasing returns 
over the costs for feed and labor.

There are many different combina- 
tions of food which would serve well 
for such a supper. For instance: 

Sliced cold tongue, baked tomatoes 
Hilandaise, cucumber and celery sal- 
ad, hit bran muffins, 
pie, caffeine-free coffee. 

Lobster a la Newburg, potato chips, 
stuffed olives, spiced crabapples, hot | 
rolls, butter, burnt-sugar cake, caf- 
feine coffee. 

Ham croquettes, pepper sauce, red 
cabbage slaw, hot biscuits, butter, 
gingerbread with whipped cream. 

If we were to look in an _ ultra- 
modern dictionary, we would probably 
find that the words “Bridge Lunch- 
eon” are of feminine gender. At least 
they should be, for where is there a 
man who ever to himself has said, “I 
wish I could go to that bridge lunch- 
eon.”

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FEEDING THE FAMILY 


It is not an easy matter to feed a 
family properly and _ economically. 
This responsibility rests upon the 
mother. In the selection of foods she 
should follow certain principles, and 
if she does the result will be balanc- 
ed meals tor the family at a mini- 
mum expense. 

A balanced diet is one which con- 
tains a sufficiency of all the vari- 
ous substances which the body re 
quires from foods. A balanced diet 
provides the materials needed for the 
proper growth and functioning of the 
body; in other words, for healthy de- 
velopment and heulthy living. 


Each member of the family requires 
the right amounts of protein, fat, 
starch or sugar, vitamins and mineral 
salts. Milk is the one food which 
comes nearest to supplying all these 
requirements in the proper amounts. 
However, milk alone is not a suitable 
diet after the first few months of life 
and so we must look to other foods 
to supply the food requirements of 
the family. 

The commonest fault in the family 
diet is that it does not contain a suf- 
ficient amount of those foods which 
are comparatively rich in vitamins 
and minerals. Meat, white bread and 
potatoes are good foods and should be 
included in the diet. Nevertheless 
when they make up practically the 
whole diet, then the diet is unbalanc- 
ed and is not satisfactory. 

The family diet should include milk 
and milk products such as butter and 
cheese; fresh green vegetables and 
tomatoes, either raw or tinned; fresh 
fruits; eggs and liver. These are the 
foods which provide the vitamins and 
minerals which are so ‘often lacking 
in the family diet. 

In working out a minimum food bud- 
get to maintain health, it is estimat- 
ed that for a family of five, 13 quarts 
of milk a week are required, which 
means. that over one quearter of the 
money spent on food goes for milk.
